COLLEGE— FOR WHOM? 
“It Is not by any m eans assured th a t a college course is the best 
prelim inary to any and all adult living in the American scene." says 
President Jessup, of th e Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of 
Teaching. 
T his is not necessarily a slap at the colleges, save in so far as they 
may have become som ewhat over-zealous in the development of large 


e n r o lm e n ts . 
It simply reflects frank recognition of the fact th at the 
benefits of higher education are determ ined by the individual's ne^ds and 
capabilities rath er th an by any guaranteed Open Sesame to the better 


life. 
President H utchins, of the University of Chicago, is another lead­ 
ing educator who has his doubts about the attem pt to m ake college 
education available virtually to the entire adolescent population w ith­ 
out regard to personal qualifications aptitudes and objectives. 


It would probably be a good thing not only for the colleges but for 
their applicants for admission if the advisability of undertaking a d ­ 
vanced academic training were considered from the angles of fitness 
and aim rath er than from those of tuition fees and social preferm ent. 


EMBATTLED APPEASEMENT 
Evidently official W ashington's quest 
for business appeasem ent 
Is going to result in a finish fight between New Dealers and conserva­ 
tive Democrats. 
T h at, in any case, is the conclusion being draw n from 
the cool reception accorded a conciliatory program at the W hite House 


several days ago. 
C hairm an Pat Harrison, of the Senate Finance Committee, sought 
a general easing of the tax burden being shouldered by business and 
industry, the general plan being in harm ony with hints previously voiced 
by Administration spokesmen. 
However. President Roosevelt is u n d er­ 
stood to have indicated opposition, with the result th a t a bitter battle is 
in prospect 
Business m en generally will h o p / th at the problem can be solved 
w ithout another series of bitter attacks upon American business. 
The 
upw ard trend of economic conditions would not be furthered by a new 
assault on the competitive structure and on the m en who are charged 
with the responsibilities of industrial leadership. 
W hat the more conservative D em ocrat' are seeking is merely the 
enactm ent of a plan of tax revision th a t will foster ra th e r th an impede 
the norm al operations of business and industry. 
And th a t aim. certain ­ 
ly, is in the interest of every wage earner and citizen throughout the 


country. 
It is not too m uch to expect that the Federal G overnm ent shall be 
conciliatory and encouraging with respect to American industrial life. 
In the long run, such a policy would be of benefit to the national trea s­ 
ury through increasing the profits upon which any corporate fiscal sys­ 


tem inevitably rests. 


WILSON AND A THIRD TERM 
More internal evidence that President Wilson flirted with the idea 
of running for a third term in 1920 is furnished in a biography of Sen- j 
ator C arter Glass by his secretary. Rixey Smith, in collaboration with 
N orm an Beasley. 
About this aspiration for a third term , as the story 
is told, there was no desire for fu rth er aggrandizem ent. 
W hat W ashing­ 
ton would not take. Wilson wanted solely for th e purpose of assuring this 
country's adoption of the covenant of the League of Nations. 
T he third term ambition lasted up to the m om ent of the San F ran- 
dsco convention in 1920. Dr Cary Grayson, the President s physician, de­ 
clared to S enator Glass that if Mr. Wilson perm itted himself a third 
term , it would kill him. Mrs. W ilsons book, “ My Memoirs," bears out this 
appraisal of the precarious state of the President s health, but signally 
fails to m ention he contem plated a third term. 
To anybody conversant 
w ith the realities of the situation in 1920. the suggestion of the Prcsi- j 
dent's wanting himself to be renom inated is one of the strangest as- 
pects in the latter-day career of Woodrow Wilson. 
T he President's pres* 
tige was in s u c h eclipse th at he could not have been renom inated. 
W ithin his own party were elements of extrem e bitterness and of 
genuine pity. 
And the political wiseacre» knew th at having last con­ 
trol of Congress in m id-term , after he had been ill-advised enough to ask 
a nation at war to give him a Democratic House, absolutely precluded

even if there were no other reasons against it
